The  chief  force  Of.  the  gale, 
blew  from  the  southeast,  was  felt 
along  the  waterfront,  There  the 
lashed  Into  fury,  swept  alonn  the  shore 
with  great  fore,  ami  the  waves,  moun- 
tain high,  clashed  across  the  low 
spaces,  Hundreds  of  Victorians.  hrav>  d 
the  unpleasant  conditions  to  visit  the 
waterfront  In  the  vicinity  of  the  sea 
walls,  where  the  slsht  was  an  awe-in- 
spiring one,  not  untouched  with  com- 
edy, especially  at  the  Ross  Bay  wall, 
where  dating  motor's!*  attempted  to 
navigate  the  marine  drive  In  the  face 
of  the  clouds  of  salt  spume  which  con- 
tinually swept  over  the  roadway.  The 
waves  dashed  against  the  sea  wall  with 
terrific  force,  their  power  added  to  by 
the  masses  of  driftwood  ,md  timbers, 
which,  in  the  nature  of  coiunless  bat- 
tering rams,  were  hurled  against  the 
concrete  face  of  the  shore  protection 
with  tremendous  force.  That  the  sea 
wall  showed  no  evil  effects  from  yes- 
terday's pounding,  the  worst  it  has  yet 
experienced,  is  testimony  to  the  method 
and  manner  of  construction.  City  of- 
ficials visited  the  sea  wall  there,  and 
also  that  on  the  Dallas  Road,  but  in- 
spection failed  to  show  that  these  pro- 
tection schemes  had  suffered  any  dam- 
age. 

At  Ross  Bay  hundreds  of  spectators 
were  treated  to  thrills  when  a  motor 
car  bearing  four  ladles  was  driven 
along  the  marine  way.  It  got  more 
than  half  way  across  when  something; 
went  wrong  with  the  engine.  Now 
buried  under  the  mass  of  spray  dashed 
up  from  the  face  of  the  wall,  and 
again  given  a  space  of  time  within 
which  to  make  valiant  attempts  to  get 
the  obstinate  mechanism  running,  (he 
occupants  of  the  car  finally  gave  it  up 
as  a  bad  ,1ob.  They  dismounted  and 
made  a  wild  scramble  for  protection, 
being  nautili  time  and  again  "by  the 
wash  of  the  water  as  H  w*s.  dashed 
high  into  the  air  from  off  the  convex 
front  of  the  wall  and  hurled  inland  by 
the  force  of  Die  wind.  ^  It  was  a  be- 
draggled and  sorry  quartette  of  ladles 
who  emerged  from  the  swirl  of  spray 
Rnd  sought  protection  on  the  higher 
levels.  Half  a  dozen  motors  were 
Flailed  while  attempting  to  cross  the 
drive,  thetr  appearance  and  fittings  not 
being  improved  by  the  drenching  they 
received    in    the   brine. 

•mall   Craft   Endangered 

All  along  the  waterfront  boat  owners 
were  forced  to  take  steps  to  protect 
their    small      craft.

Royal '  this-  evening.  He  advanced  t  h  e 
argument  that  the  Attitude  of  Ulster 
alone'  'was  sufficient  to  warrant  the 
Asquith  Governmetrt  in  deciding  to  ap- 
peal to  the  oountry,  and  he  challenged 
the  Government   to  arrest   8tr  .Edward 


LONDON,  Nov.  29.— The  Daily  NewB 
(LlberaD.  commenting  on  Mr.  Bonar 
Law's  speech,  sayB:  ■'From  the  abuse  of 
Redmond  we  have  passed  to  th«  abyss 
of  AtKiulth,  a  very  familiar  and  stale 
rhetoric  which  persuades  nobody,  and 
does  not  serve . to  create  an  atmosphere 
of  mutual  appreciation  without  which  it 
I*  impossible  and  futile  to  search  for 
a  settlement.  Mr.  Bonar  Law  1ms  not 
the  slightest  Intention  of  facilitating 
an    agreement." 

The  Telegraph  says:  "The  Premier 
and  the  Government  have  received  their 
answer,  the  gravest  answer  uttered  by  a 
responsible  statesman  since  the  great  In- 
ternational strike.  In  this  answer, 
sounds  an  ominous  murmur  of  the  re- 
newal of  disaster.  Mr.  Bonar  Law's 
plain  and  honest  statement  of  a  firm  and 
fixed  resolution  seems  a  clear  and  true 
trumpet  call  against  the  usurpation  of 
a  people's  rights.

Mr.  Bonar  Law  reiterated  that 
the  Unionist*  ..ppo*.'.!  consistently  the 
whole  idea  of  separating  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  Insisted  that  the  Gov- 
ernment muEt  secure  the  sanction  of 
the  people  before  attempting  t0  make 
the  change.  In  the  afternoon,  before 
thw  Unionist  Association,  Mr.  Law 
eald  Premier  Asqulth's  speech  of  tho 
preceding  day  at  Leeds  seemed  to  him 
a.  complete  acceptance  of  the  drddrij  of 
John  Redmond,  leader  of  the  Irish  Na- 
tionalists, for  full-steam  ahead,  and  If 
that  was  so,  the  difficulties  of  the 
t'nlonlst   party    were   gone. 

Suffragettes  failed  to  reach  Mr.  Law

The  suffragettes  wanted  to  protost 
against  the  exclusion  of  women  from 
Mr.  Law's  meetings,  and  his  refusal  to 
receive  a  deputation  of  women.  They 
also  intended  to  ask  him  to  say  whether 
the  Unionist  party  was  for  or  against 
giving   women    the   vote. 

Unionist  Way  Cleared 

LONDON,  Nov,  28.— Sir  Edward  Car- 
;ion  and  Mr.  Bonar  Law  arrived  in  Dub- 
lin yesterday  morning  to  open  the  cam- 
paign  in  that  city  against  Home  Rule. 
They  received  an  enthusiastic  welcome. 
Mr.  Bonar  Law,  speaking  before  the 
Unionist  Association,  said  Mr.  Asqulth's 
latest  speech  removed  all  difficulties,  as 
the  Unionists  wen*  now  aware  where 
they  stood,  and  were  prepared  to  fight. 
It  was  evident,  he  said,  that  the  Lady- 
bank  speech  meant,  nothing,  or  else  that 
matters  were  going  to  be  allowed  to 
drift. 

He  charged  that  there  was  a  corrupt 
bargain  between  the  Nationalists  and 
the  Government.  His  main  demand  was 
that  Home  Rule  be  submitted  to  the 
country  in  a  general  election.  If  the 
country  confirmed  the  Government's 
Home  Rule  policy  the  Unionists  would 
bow  to  it.  There  were  some  protesters 
In  the  audience. 

If.  however.  Mr.  Law  continued,  the 
Government  attempted  to  coerce  Ulster 
before  a  general  election  the  Unionists 
would  support  the  Ulsterroen  and  resist 
to  the  utmost.  s 

"Ulster  will  not  submit,"  he  contin- 
ued, "and  we  will  not  allow  her  to  be 
coerced." 

To  rorue  Bill  Through 

Chancellor  Lloyd  George,  said  the 
Unionist  leader,  announced  that  the  Gov- 
ernment bad  forced  t lie  Insurance  Bill 
through  Parliament,  although  It  knew 
that  it  would  be  reiected  if  submitted  to 
the  country.  "They  are  going  to  do  the 
same  thing  now  with  the  Home  Rule 
Bill,"  he  went  on.  He  declared  that  the 
Government's  policy  was  one  of  calcu- 
lated and   cynical   effrontery. 

He  challenged  the  Government  to  try 
and  coerce  I'lster,  and  depicted  the  pos- 
sible civil  war  which  would  follow,  its 
effect  on  parliamentary  Institutions,  tha 
army  and  the  whole  Empire. 

Ii  would  mean,"  he  said,  "not  only 
anarchy,  but  red  ruin,  the  downfall  of 
law,  and  would  produce  results  from 
wntch  the  country'  would  not  recover  in 
a  lifetime."

FOUR     MINERS    ACQUITTED 


Jury's    Verdict    in    Case    of    Cumberland 

Men    Accused    of    Intimidation 

and  Assault 

NEW  WESTMlNSTKit,  Nov.  28.— 
After  considering  the  evidence  for 
thirty-five  minutes,  the  Jury  at  Mr. 
Justice  Morrison's  ussUe  court  brought 
In  a  verdict  of  not  guilty  on  both 
•  omits,  in  the  case  of  KIchard  Good- 
win, John  Hull,  John  Taylor  and  James 
Conner*,  the  Cumberland  miners  who 
were  tried  on  a  charge  of  Intimidating 
John  Thomson,  a  mitur  who  had  b«v>n 
on  strike,  bin  had  returned  lo  work, 
and  also  upoi^a  charge  of  assaulting 
him.  The  affair,  happened  in  the  early 
days  of  the  strike,  on  November  22. 
1912,  The  case  was  tried  once  before, 
at  the  last  assizes,  when  the  Jury 
couldn't  agree. 

Three  of  the  prisoners  were  dis- 
charged, but  Richard  Goodwin,  who  Is 
B<  rving  a  Jail  sentence  for  assault,  was 
taken  back  to  the  Jail.  lie  appears  to 
be   quite   ill,    his   prison   life   of   the   past 

,  few  months  having  evidently  weighed 
more  heavily  upon  him  than  years  of 
underground    work    In   the   mine. 

Immediately  after  the  Jury  an- 
nounced Its  verdict,  the  court  was  ad- 
journed until  11:80  on  Monday  morning, 
on  account  of  a  change  made  by  the 
prosecution  In  the  order  of  trials, 
which  made  it  neoesaary  for  the  coun- 
sel for  the  defence  to  have  more  time 
to  prepare  their  cases,  and  procure 
witnesses.  On  Monday  the  trial  of  the 
c-x-pugllist,  Cawler,  who  is  accused  of 
assault  and  rioting  In  N'anaimo,  will  ba 
commenced.  It  Is  expected  that  Caw- 
ler's   trial   Will  occupy    three   days.

The  cost  of  the  work  was 
approximately  $30,000,  and  doubtless 
there  are  other  by-laws  under  which, 
the  work  wus  carried  out  In  similar 
'  manner. 

By  the  judgment  of  the  court  thin 
cost  must  be  borne  by  the  city.

word  of  caution  agulnet  legislation  to 
meet  a  few  specific  Instances  of  Incon- 
venience that  may  have  occurred.  There 
ought  to  be  as  little  interference  ns 
possible  w«th  the  liberty  of  cltlsenu  to 
conduct  their  own  affairs  in  their  own 
'ymy.  Wo  not©  that  one  of  tlje  powers 
that  will  be  asked  will  be  one  giving  the 
Ctty  Council  power  to  flx  the  distance 
buildings  must  be  kept  from  the  street 
||ne.  This  may  easily  be  made  a  very 
unfair  thing.  When  a  man  owns  a  lot 
of  land  4n  a  eity  tho  presumption  is 
he  may  wish  to  use   the  whole  of  it. 


His  lot  goes  to  the  street  line,  ana  if 
the  .  City  Couno"  has  a  right  to  say 
that  he  shall  not  build  within  a  certain 
distance  of  that  line,  it   is  practically

of  what  Is  his  own-  There  are  cases 
In  which  the  exercise  of  the-  full  right 
of  ownership  may  give  rise  to  a  com- 
plaint that  is  not  wholly  unreasonablo. 
On  several  occasions  The  Colonist  ha* 
been  asked  to  enter  a  protest  because 
a  property  owner  has  not  conformed  to 
the  generally  adopted  rule  on  some  par- 
ticular street,  We  recall  one  Instance 
in  which  we  were  asked  to  protest 
against  the  erection  of  a  garage,  be- 
cause it  was  out  on  the  street  line, 
■whereas  all  the  other  houses  on  the 
block  were  net  bnck.  We.  declined  to 
Interfere  for.  conceding  that  a  row  of 
dwellings  in  lines  make  a  street  very 
attractive,  we  were  unable  to  see  what 
legal  right  any  one  had  to  object  to 
his  neighbor  building  himself  a  garage 
where  he  wished.  rHouhtless  it  marred 
the  symmetry  of  the  .street,  but  may 
it  not  be  better  to  put  up  with  an-  occa- 
sional violation  of  what  may  seem  to 
i  good  taste  rfftiier  than  interfere  un- 
duly with  private  rights?  Y\V mention 
this  as  one  instance  where  it  may  be 
desirable  to  consider  the  advisability  of 
clothing  the  City  Council  with  powers 
in  derogation  of  the  legal  rights  of 
citizens. 

The  powers  conferred  upon  munici- 
palities and  the  manner  In  which  they 
arc  exercised  are  not  usually  sufficiently 
considered  in  advance.  One  reason  is 
that,  if  any  one  questions  the  desira- 
bility of  action  along  these  lines*  he  lsl 
almost  certain  to  be  met  with  tho 
tharge  that  he  has  some  undisclosed 
purpose  in  view.  In  no  other  line  of 
public  activity  is  there  such  a  dispo- 
sition to  seek  for  undisclosed  motives 
as  in  those  relating  to  civic  affair*.  It 
seems  almost  Impossible  to  persuade 
pt-ople  that  any  oru>  can  approach  ques- 
tions of  this  character  with  no  other 
object  than  to  reach  the  wisest  con- 
clusion possible,  or  to  elicit  frank  ex- 
lu.sslons  of  opinion  from  others.  Tlv 
result  is  found  !n  mistaken  civic  policy 
or  administration.  We  OW  suffering  in 
Victoria  today  from  lack  of  free  discus- 
sion In  respect  to  certain  very  import- 
ant  matters   of  City  business.

Big  District  Seeks  Access  to 
Natural  Markets  for  Its 
Agricultural  Produce — Mag- 
nificent  Climate   and   Soil. 


Mr.  A.  Patterson,  Conservative  Mem- 
ber for  Grande  Prairie  in  the  Albertan 
Parliament,  is  In  Victoria  with  his  fam- 
ily and  has  u  great  deal  of  striking  in- 
formation in  regard  to  the  Peace  ltiver 
country,  tho  Eldorado  of  the  future  for 
the  farmer  and   the  stock  raiser. 

.\ii.  1'tittersbn  moved  there  from  the 
neighborhood  of  Ottawa  some  three 
years  ago, .  arid'*  to  convinced  that  for 
every  kind  of  grain  and  fodder  ^crop  and 
for  the  breeding  of  large  numbers  of 
stock  his  district  has  the  rest  of  the 
prairie  farms  beaten  out  of  the  field. 

Last  Winter  the  stock  were  not  taken 
In  until  January  2,  and  were  out  again 
by  March  1,  and  horses  other  than  breed- 
ing mares  never  come  In  at  all  but  eas- 
ily find  a  good  living  for  themselves.

Lieut-Colonel  Flick,  of  31st 
B,  C,  Horse,  in  Capital — 
Scheme  for  Mounted  Artil- 
lery in  Province  Abandoned. 


Lleut.-Coloncl  H.  C.  Flick,  of  the  31st 
Regiment,  B.  C.  Horse,  who  in  asso- 
ciated with  Mr.  M.  Carey,  an  ex-service 
man,  the  inventor  of  the  new  maxim 
gun  which  Is  being  so  widely-  diisi 
In  military  centres,  was  In  the  city  yes- 
terday for  several   hours. 

I te  stated  his  belief  to  The  Colonist 
that  the  new  gun  would  be  generally 
adopted  In  the  near  future  by  a  number 
of  European  nations,  including  Great 
Britain.  The  tests  had  proved  highly 
satisfactory;  In  every  case  on©  or  two 
influential  people  had  been  out  after 
the  rights  to  manufacture  the  weapon. 
That  its  success  was  assured  he  felt 
certain,  and  that  It  was  only  a  question 
of  time  before  its  worth  was  univer- 
sally  recognized.    ■  -."';. 

In  regard  to  his  pet  scheme  of  or- 
ganizing a  mounted  artillery  regiment 
for  British  Columbia,  Lieut-Colonel 
Flick  stated  that  it  had  had  to  be  aban- 
doned as  the  MinlBter  of  Militia,  Col- 
one!  the  Hon.  Sam  Hughes,  had  written 
to.  the  effect  that  there  were  no  guns 
available.  This  was  very  regrettable, 
ho  said,  because  he  believed  that  the 
Province  contained  a  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  men  to  have  made  this  military 
unit  a  splendid  feature  of  the  Do- 
minion's  forces. 

At  the  recent  competitions  In  tho 
Fast,  it  may  be.  recalled  that  Lleut.- 
Colonel  Flick's  regiment  won  the  cham- 
pionship In  signalling  and  also  took 
high  honors   in  mounted   troop  work.

unmistakable  evidence  of  a  need  of  prac- 
tice together,  more  so  than  did  Vancou- 
ver. They  depended  too-  much  on  one- 
man  rushes,  which,  against  the  stalwart 
ence  put  up  by  Alan  -Parr;-  Frank 
Patrick  and  Si  Orlffis  were  not 
good  enough,  and  did  not  come  back 
Quickly  enough  when  their  goal  was  en- 
dangered.

But.  the  test  was 
hardly  a  fair  one,  for,  as  the  players 
were  plainly  unaccustomed  to  it,  they 
did  not  make  the  best  use  of  its  advan- 
tages, and  more  than  one  of  them  were 
assuredly  of  the  opinion  that  it  was  a 
fine  excuse  for  loafing  offside.  That 
bad  feature  of  it  might  be  eliminated 
and  its  good  features  accentuated  in  a 
league  game,  so  that  it  will  not  be  pos- 
sible to  say  with  certainty  that  its  adop- 
tion is  warranted  until  after  a  more 
thorough  try-out.  During  the  game 
there  were  altogether  twenty-three  halts 
for  offside,  and  the  three  periods  were 
run  off  in  less  than  two  hours,  counting 
in  all  intermissions  and  delays,  .  as 
against  almoBt  two  hours  and  a  half 
used   up  ordinarily. 

Playing  in  goal  in  tho  first  period 
Ivan  Mitchell  gave  an  excellent  display, 
turning  aside  innumerable  wicked  shots, 
and  another  youngster  who  looked  real 
good  was  Bobby  Genge,  whose  lone 
rushes  were  every  bit  as  effective,  and 
then  some,  as  were  "Goldie"  •Prodgers' 
last  season.  Dunderdale  did  not  come 
out  In  his  real  colors  until  near  the  end 
of  the  game,  when  a  long,  bullet-like 
shot  of  his  netted  a  score,  and  Kerr  was 
unable  to  do  much  except  drive  In  an 
occasional  pretty  shot  at  goal.  Patrick 
probably  played  the  best  game  of  any- 
of  them.  But  It  is  too  early  in  '.he  sea- 
son to  criticise.  In  fact,  the  regular 
season  is  not  on  yet,  and  It  Is  safe  to 
nay  that  when  it  does  open  the  llsrht  red 
champions  will  look  like  a  different  \.eani 
than  that  which  disported  on  the  ice 
la.«t    night.

In  track  sports  the  same  as  in  foot- 
ball there  are  good  and  bad  coaches. 
This  statement  Is  not  offered  as  an 
amazing  scoop,  but  rather  to  introduce  a 
few   remarks. 

Take  for  example,  an  inter-collegiate 
distance  run.  it  may  be  a  half  mile,  a 
one  or  two  mile  event  You  see  the 
first  and  second  man  cross  the .  line, 
using  up  every  mite  of  their  almost 
Bpent  strength.  Their  faces  show  agony; 
they  have  gone  the  limit 

Behind  them,  about  30  yards,  comes 
another  fellow  all  alone.  lie  is  Sprint- 
ing like  a  200  yard  -man.  '  He  is  certain- 
ly playing  to  a  grandstand,  trying  to 
make  a  sensational  finish.'  But  earlier 
in  the  race  he  dMn't  show  the  same  de- 
termination. 

Set  It  down  that  this  young  athlete 
was  poorly  coached. 

They  make  great  runners  at  Cornell, 
says  an  Eastern  writer,  John  Paul 
Jones  and  Tel  Berna  are  examples. 
Any  day  of  the  collegiate  season — bo 
it  June  or  December — these  youths  may 
be  seen  in  track  suits  jogging  up  and 
down  the  Ithacan  Hills,  building  up 
their  endurance. 

Some  years  ago  a  tall,  rangy  chap 
entered  Cornell.  He  had  all  the  mark- 
ings of  a  cross-country  runner,  and  the 
coaches  immediately  snapped  him  up. 
After  a  couple  of  weeks,  Va>ughan,  the 
freshman  in  question,  was  taken  for  his 
first  test  over  the  regulation  course. 
Several-  regulars  were  «ent  ahead  and 
the  ooich  stayed  behind  to  run  It  out 
With  Vaughan.  Miles  sped  by  and 
Vaughan  began  to  tire.  By  this  time 
they  had  gained  on  those  who  had  been 
sent  out  in  advance  and  were  now  less 
than  a  quarter  of  a  mile  behind.  Their 
course  lay  up  a  rather  steep  hill  and  the 
c6ach  exclaimed: 

"Xow  we'll  let  out  and  gain  on  those_ 
fellows."  Up  the  hill  they  dashed, 
Vaughan's  legs  tottering  at  every  step. 
He  had  trouble  In  breathing.  At  the 
top  of  the  hill  the  first  runners  were  In 
sight.  "Come  on.  let's  get  them  now," 
muttered  the  coach.  "I  can't  I'm  all 
in,"   panted   the  youngster. 

The/coach  snorted  "YOiu  can  talk, 
can't   you?" 

In  that  short  remark  lay  the  secret 
of  Cornell's  success  in  distance  running. 
The  fact  that  the  athlete  could  still 
articulate  meant  that  he  still  had  the 
strength  for  a  last  spurt  if  he  did  not

Before  the  days  of  steam  countries 
were  to  a  much  larger  extent  self-sup- 
porting and  their  ventures  abroad  were 
for  the  most  part  undertaken  with  the 
object  of  obtaining  luxuries  such  as  the 
furs  which  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company 
brought  back  to  adorn  the  ladies  of 
Europe.  The  Spaniards  went  to  South 
America  for  gold,  not  a  means  of  liveli- 
hood; and  so  it  was  that  intercourse, 
between  nations  was  limited;  there  was 
not  the  same  incentive  to  produce  a  sur- 
plus of  commodities  and  not  the  same 
need  for  commerce  with  all  its  ramlfi- 
cations  of  finance  and  exchange. 
Trade   Between   Continents 

But  with  the  coming  of  the  steam 
engine,  electricity  and  the  other  facili- 
ties for  transportation  which  the  nine- 
teenth century  gave  birth  to,  the  ob- 
stacle of  distance  between  producer  and 
manufacturer  and  between  manufacturer 
and  consumer  began  to  disappear;  and 
the  primitive  bartering  between  the 
huckster  of  a  town  and  the  Immediately 
surrounding  villages  gave  way  to  trade 
between  continents  and  nations,  increas- 
ing the  importance  of  banking  and 
bringing  into  existence  many  another 
branch   of    commerce. 

Distance  now  being  no  object,  climatic 
conditions  such  as  those  in  Lancashire, 
located  large  industries  In  one  place 
with  a  proportionate  population,  all  cre- 
ated by  commerce  and  whose  interests 
were  bound  up  with  commerce.  From 
such  population  sprang  up  that  which 
now  influences  so  greatly  the  govern- 
ments of  the  civilised'  world.  Many  of 
the  big  <jUestions  of  the  present  day 
were  purely  commercial  In  their  nature. 
Take  the  traffic  laws  and  the  banking 
laws  of  the  United  States,  which  the 
President  was  elected  to  revise.  It 
probably  was  not  of  much  moment  to 
the  United  States  which  president  se- 
cured power  In  Mexico;  but  what  was 
of  importance  was  the  preservation  to 
the  world's  commerce  of  the  Mexican 
fields,  whose  oil  commerce  demanded  for 
it.',  cheaper  transportation. 

Commerce  ana  Finance 
Commerce  and  finance,  anil  not  armies, 
were  the  controlling  faetors  In  the 
world  now  and  the  mutual  benefit  of 
the  buyer  and  seller.  Commercial  men 
have  now  an  enormous  power  which 
should  be  exercised,  he  suggested  to  his 
audience,  in  the  management  of  local 
affairs  as  well  as  in  their  own  busi- 
ness. And  commercial  travelers  were 
in  the  forefront  of  the  battle.  They  had 
special  opportunities  while  traveling 
about  for  the  collection  of  Information 
which  made  them  specially  valual

Considerable  interest  is  being  cen- 
tered in  the  large  motor-driven  vessel 
Siam,  which  is  now  on  her  maiden  pas-, 
sage  from  Europe  to  Victoria  and  other 
porta  on  the  North  Pacific  Tha  81am 
1p  the  first  of  h*r  class  to  pay  a  visit' 
to  this  Coast.  She  la  a  twin-screw,  mo- 
tor oil-propelled  vessel,  with  a  length 
of  425  feet  oyer  all,  SB  feet  beam,  and 
38.6  feet  In  depth.  Her7net  register  ton- 
nage is  3,325,  with  a  total  carrying  ca- 
pucity  of  9,400  tons  on  a  draft  of  26.4 
feet,  and  an  average'  speed  of  eleven 
and  a  half  knot?',  The  vessel  has  a 
double  bottom  throughout,  capable  of 
carrying  1.264  tons  of  oil.  and  with  the 
fore  and  after  planks  included  could 
carry   1,445.  tons  of  water  ballast. 

In  No.  i  hold  there  is  a  deep  tank 
situated  between  the  two"  tunnels  capa- 
ble of  storing  eighty  tons  of  oil.  This 
is  provided  as  an  emergency  tank  in  case 
of  aocidont  occurring  to  the  double- 
bottom  where  the  oil  is  stored.
